Moscow, Jan. 30 (By A. P.) —-Deciar- 
ing that since its foundation the third 
international has “proclaimed the 
necessity of war against the insolent 
and mightiest capitalist regime and 
imperialism of the United States,” the 
red communist organization which was 
founded by Lenin in the Kremlin, 
March 5, 1919, bitterly arraigns the 
United States for its Latin-American 
and Mexican policy. In a manifesto 
issued today it “invites all antiimperial- 
istic forces to support the people of 
Nicaragua in their struggle against the 
base designs of American imperialism.” 

The third international is closely 


identified with the soviet government. 


Joseph Stalin, who is virtually in con- 
trol of the communist party in Russia. 
is a member of the international preasi- 
dium, Gregory Zinovieff was its presi- 
dent, until expelled from the organi- 
gation. Trotzy, Kamenefft and

Vienna Interview Holds Course 
Since Versailles Treaty Has 
Been Inconsistent. 


Vienna, Jan. 30 (By A. P.).--The Neue |

“Old age.” he said, “was the only 
naturel way to death,” and he depre- 
cated efforts of physicians to prolong 
life when death impended from physl- 
cal cause or when the patient was in- 
curably 11). 

He was one of the founders of the 
American Bar association in 18678. 

No cold, formal legal opinion from 
the bench by him as chief justice, or 
any utterpnce by him as executive of 
the State feceived so much or wide- 
spread attention as did Judge Baldwin's 
address as president of the American 
Social Service association, in Septem- 
ber, 1899, on “The National Right to a 
Natural Death.” 

Mr. Baldwin's ancestral record was 
‘remarkable, he being the fifth of the 
blood to serve as governor of the Btate. 
He was the youngest son of 
‘Sherman Baldwin, a governor of Con- 
necticut and United States senator, and 
a great-grandson of Roger Sherman, a 
signer of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. On his mother's aide he was a

If it were possible 
to make the long voyage through space, 
according to the theory, the voyager, 
traveling in @ straight line, would finish 
at the same spot from which he start- 
ed, just as would a traveler around the 
world 

Limits set by the Einstein theory are 
60 times greater than the present range

Price Level, However, Re- 
mains High; Foreign Group 
Continues Popular. 


nEGORD In NEW OUTPUT 


New York, Jan. 30 (By the Associated 
Press.)——-The seasonal slump of buying 
in the bonk market set in last week, 
with consequent slight recessions in 
prices. Daily sales averaged about four 
millions under those for the first three 
weeks of the month, although they 
were considerably over the daily aver- 
ages for the whole month of January, 
1926. The price level, too, Was sev- 
eral points above that of last year, and 
not far below the peak established a 
week ago Saturday, when prices reached 
the highest general average since 1915. 

This generally high price level, com- 
bined with the enormous January in- 
vestment demand and the ready absorp- 
tion of a record amount of new offer- 
ings, has led to much discussion in 
Wall street. The successful flotation 
here of a growing number of foreign 
issues, bought abroad in competition 
with European banking centers, shows 
that New York is becoming more and 
more the leading investment securities 
market of the world 

Both foreign and domestic bonds, as 
well as other securities, command ex- 
ceptional prices because the supply of 
money exceeds industrial and govern- 
mental demands.

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AN ARGUMENT AGAINST CRUISERS. 


Senator Lenroot advanced several ingenious 
arguments in the Senate on Saturday in Op- 
posing the amendment providing for three new 


cruisers. lle stated that there was a great deal 
of truth in the assertion that the United States 
has not a friend in the world today; that the 
entire world {s against the United States. The 
reason for this feeling, he said, is that a con- 
siderable part of the world believes that the 
United States is intent upon using its mighty 
power to become imperialistic, to subjugate 
the other parts of the world. Therefore he 
suggested that an increase of military power 
by the United States at this time would have 
the effect of increasing and confirming the be- 


lief that the United States intends to subjugate | 


the rest of the world. 

Tf it be true that the entire world is againsi 
the United States, all foreign navies are against 
it. They are stronger than the American navy. 
Mr. Lenroot seems to believe that if the United 
States should avoid making any increase of 
fts military strength, the rest of ‘the world 
would turn away from hatred and begin to 
love the United States. Other senators hold 
that the security of the United States depends 
upon itself, and not upon the love and affec- 
tton of other nations.* They contend that the 
defensive strength of the United States should 
be kept up to an adequate point. They think 
the level of adequacy is reached when the 
United States has a navy as strong as any 
other, as contemplated by the naval Iimitation 
treaty. 

Senator Lenroot's reasoning lJogically calls 
for the destruction of the present United States 
navy and the demobilization of the army. Every 
ope knows the enormous potential resources 
of this country. Senator Lenroot referred to 
the superiority of this country in wealth, “the 
primary and essential element that musi be 
taken into consideration when there is talk of 
war.’ If all other nations are fearful that 
the United States intends to subjugate them, 
and it is wise to allay that fear by refraining 
from building three cruisers, it would be still 
wiser to scrap the navy and abolish the army. 
The country should get rid of its wealth also, 
for that is the sinews of war. Halfway meas- 
ures are never wise. The United States should 
do the job thoroughly if it decides to win the 
friendship and confidence of other nations by 
doing away with its national defense. 

In 1922 the United States was building ships 
alt arate that would have made it the strongest 
naval power in the world by 1925. It volun- 
tarily agreed scrap its program and ships 
actually built, so that it should not be stronger 
than the next strongest naval power. This 
action was substantially a gesture of friend- 
ship, which according to Senator Lenroot’s 
reasoning should have won the love and con- 
fidence of other nations. The entire world 
should have recognized that the United States 
was not bent upon subjugating any nation.” But 
instead of winning world esteem, Senator Len- 
root observes that the United States has not a 
friend in the world; that the entire world is 
against the United States. The nations whose 
fleets would have been inferior to that of the 
United States have kept on building until their 
fleets are stronger than the American fleet. If 
building naval vessels warrants the fear that 
the builders are bent upon subjugation, then 
Great Britain and Japan should not have 
friend in the world, and the United States 
should have all the friends. ) 

In building 3 cruisers instead of 20 or 30, 
Which it should have because of its wealth. 
possessions, and vital interests, the United 
States is proving that it is not bent upon ag- 
gression or subjugation. It should consult its 
own needs and its own interests, as other 
nations do. The idea that {it should seek to 
allay the fears of other nations by weakening 
its own defense is one of the most pusillant- 
mous suggestions that has ever emanated from 
a senator,

hIKE APPARATUS IN TRAFFIC, 


At the request of the chief engineer of the 
fire department the District commissioners 
have adopted a new traffic regulation provid- 
ing that fire apparatus when responding to 
an alarm or emergency call is relieved of the 
responsibility of obeying traffic regulations of 
any nature whatsoever. Under the new regu- 
lation, vehicles of the fire department need 
not stop at houlevard intersections nor pay 
attention to electric traitic signals, and may 
make left hand turns at prebibited points or 
run the wrong way on one way streets. 

The regulation is wise’ and necessary. . Fire 
apparatus responding to an emergency should 
not be retarded {n any manner whatsoever, 
and should be expedited to the scene of a 
blaze in order to minimize the danger to life 
and property. In the past the department 
has assumed the right to disregard signals. 
Now, however; it/ may do so lawfully, and 
should any individual be injured thereby. no 
sedress would be possible. 

The motoring public should realize that the 
warning siren of fire apparatug is a genuine 
danger signal. The traffic regulations provide 
that a vehicle, upon the approach of such ap- 
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‘paratus, shall immediately draw near to and 
parallel with the curb and stop. Vehicles of 
the fire department have right-of-way over all 
others, and, no person ia permitted to operate 
an automgbile within one city block of fire 
department vehicles. 
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DEFICIENCY BILLS. 


In the course of the debate In the Senate 
over the matter of tax reduction, Senator Me- 
Kellar called attention to an old law prohibit- 


ing any executive department or other govern- 
ment establishment from expending in any one 
fiscal year any sum in excess of appropriations 
made by Congress for that fiscal year, or to in- 
volve the government in any contract or other 
obligation for future payment In oxcess of such 
appropriations, unless such contract is au- 
thorized by law. 

Despite this law, every session of Congress 
is called upon to deal with one or more defi- 
ciency appropriation bills. For the fiscal years 
1926 and 1927 two deficiency appropriation 
bills carried some $352,000,000 in excess of 
the amounts carried in the regular appropria- 
tion bills. 

There is an explanation for this apparent 
deviation from the old law cited by the sena- 
tor. In the old days the estimates came to 
Congress directly from the departments and 
bureaus and the committees of Congress were 
kept advised as to requirements right up to the 
last moment before reporting the bills. 

The establishment of the budget bureau 
changed the old order. Now the departments 
and bureaus are required to send their estl- 
mates to the bureau by September 15 each 
year. Consequently the bureau can frame the 
estimates Up to that date only.

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THE HORSE AND THE MOTOR. 


A member of the General Motors Research 
Corporation makes the statement that there is 
no ground for pessimism as to future supplies 
of motor fuel, although the country should 
keep on seeking practical methods of produc- 
ing efficient substitutes. As an illustration of 
what might be possible in case of emergency, 
the gentleman points out that it takes about 
five acres of land to raise sufficient vegetation 
to sustain a horse for one year. The vegeta- 
tion produced from the same five acrea, might, 
on the other hand, be converted to approxi- 
mately 500 gallons of. alcohol, which, as fuel, 
would be about the average annual require- 
ment of a motor car.

Four years were required to complete 
the translation, which was begun at) 
the suggestion of the late Dr. William | 
Romaine Newbold, professor of intel- | 
lectual and moral philosophy at Penn- 
sylvania, whose solution of the famous | 
cipher used by Bacon tin his writings | 
attracted world-wide attention. 

The “Opus Majus” was written in 
Latin and was formerly consulted only | 
by classicisats competent to translate 
the various passages which they | 
were particularly intcrested 

The work, which is tn two volumes | 
containing more than 800 pages, ts a. 
resume of the learning of the thirteenth 
century and is almost encyclopedic in| 
its range. It was composed by Bacon. 
Franciscan monk and scientist, at the 
request of Pope Clement IV and was 
sent to him itn 1266. 

In one passage the Franciscan monk 
digresses from his usual scientific chan- 
nel of thought, and describes, with 
apparent sincerity, a complicated 
formula which he offers as an elixir to 
prolong life. In this passage, Bacon | 
describes in detail the various com- 
ponents which should comprise the | 
formula, emphesizing the specific value 
of each.

AMERICAN LINGUIST 
TRANSLATES BACON 


“Qpus Majus” of Thirteenth 
Century Monk Made Avail- 
able to Modern Readers. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 30 (By A. P.).— 
The first translation into a modern 
language of Roger Bacon’s entire “Opus 
Majus” has just been completed by Dr. 
Robert Belle Burke, dean of the college 
of the University of Pennsylvania and 
professor of Latin, it was announced 
today. Dr. Burke has translated the 
work into English. 

Four years were required to complete 
the translation, which was begun at 
the suggestion of the late Dr. William 
Romaine Newbold, professor of intel- 
lectual and moral philosophy at Penn- 
sylvania, whose solution of the famous 
cipher used by Bacon in his writings 
attracted world-wide attention. 

The “Opus Majus” was written in 
Latin and was formerly consulted only 
by classicists competent to translate 
the various passages in which they 
were particularly intcrested. 

The work, which is in two volumes 
containing more than 800 pages, is a 
resume of the learning of the thirteenth 
century and is almost encyclopedic in 
its range. It was composed by Bacon, 
Franciscan monk and scientist, at the 
request of Pope Clement IV and was 
sent to him in 1266. 

In one passage the Franciscan monk 
digresses from his usual scientific chan- 
nel of thought, and describes, with 
apparent sincerity, a complicated 
formula which he offers as an elixir to 
prolong life. In this passage, Bacon 
describes in detail the various com- 
ponents which should comprise the 
formula, emphasizing the recline value 
of each.

‘Deploring the evils of modern social 
life, the Rev. Thomas F. Coakley, of 
Pittsburgh, in an address at the annual 
vesper services of the District of Col- 
umbia Knights of Columbus, in the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception, Catholic university, last 
night declared that moré constant de- 
votion to Christ and attendance at 
church is the only way to stem the 
growing tide of lawlessness, hatred, 
idleness and inordinate pursuit of 
pleasure. 


Pointing out that daylight gun-

A growing tendency on the part of 
the youth of this country to shirk 
honest labor for the pursuit of pleasure 
is becoming more and more evident 
every day, Father Coakley said. The 
church is striving to offset this by 
teaching the benefits of honest labor 
and self-restraint, he pointed out.

Almost a liberal education in art 
was compressed into the two hours 
of his travel talk on “Florence and 
the Hill Cities” by E. M. Newman yes- 


terday at the National during the third 
lecture of his series on “Sunny Italy.” 

Mr. Newman spoke feelingly of the 
painstaking hours required to photo- 
graph and reproduce in natural colors 


the many world’s masterpieces con- } 


tained in Florentine galleries which 
were depicted, and two large audiences 
showed their appreciation by gener- 
ous applause. According to the lec- 
turer, he was the first American ever 
granted permission to make such re- 
productions. 

Mr. Newman approached Florence by 
way of the hill cities, visiting in 
turn Viterbo, Orvieto, Perugia and 
Assisi. The last named city proved 
especially interesting and the motion 
picture views there taken of the cere- 
mony of the Palio, which is described 
as the strangest race now run, con- 
veyed an authentic impression of the 
Middle Ages with the medieval cos- 
tumes and settings of the occasion. 

A slight divergence to view the fa- 
mous Baptistry and Leaning Tower of 
Pisa brought the travel talk finally to 
Florence, the city of the Medici, which 
Mr. Newman said is still the most 
favored by tourists of all the Italian 
cities. While art possibly is the at- 
traction a more likely theory is that 
the visitor to Florence can feel more 
strongly there than in any other 
European city romantic association 
with the Middle Ages and this feeling 
Mr. Newman made even apparent in 
a lecture. 

Savonarola, the Medici dukes, the 
rival Pitti nobles, Michael Angelo, Bot- 
tecelli, the Della Robias and the other 
familiar Florentine names were made 
to live through views, either of their 
haunts little changed by the centuries, 
or by faithful reproductions of their 
masterpieces in the places of their 
creation.

YOUR INCOME TAX

Salaries paid employes constitute one 
of the largest items of business ex- 
penses. To be allowed such claims 
must conform closely to the words of 
the revenue act of 1926, which provides 
for the deduction of ‘a reasonable al- 
lowance for personal services actually 
rendered.” The test of deductibility, is 


whether the amounts paid are reason- 
able and whether they are, in fact, 
purely for personal services. Money 
paid an officer of a corporation for 
which no services, or services inade- 
quate to the compensation rendered, '. 
not deductible as “salary.” Reasonable 
compensation is held to be an amount 
that ordinarily is paid by like enter- 
prises in like. circumstances for like 
services. 

For example, an officer of a corpora- 
tion received in 1926 compensation in 
excess of the amount ordinarily paid 
for services such as he rendered, and 
which bear a relationship to the amount 
of his stock holdings. The excess would 
not be treated as salary but as a dis- 
tribution of profits upon stock, and the 
amount of such excess would not be 
considered a déductible item. 
Bonuses to employes may be deducted 
by employers when such.payments are 
made in good faith as additional com- 
pensation for services actually rendered, 
provided that, when added to the 
stipulated salaries the total does not 
exceed a “reasonable compensation for 
services rendered.” When the amount 
of a salary of an officer or employe is 
paid for a limited time to his widow 
or heirs in recognition of — services 
rendered by the deceased, such pay- 
ments may be deducted. Salaries paid 
employes absent in the military, naval, 
or other service of the government, but
